
Southend reporting significantly less ‘never events’ than other hospitals 

THAT'S HOW 
YOU DO IT!

A LEADING healthcare profes¬ 
sional has singled out Southend 
Hospital as a beacon to others after 
warning that hospitals across mid 
and south Essex are not learning 
lessons from the past, following the 
publication of a list of errors. 

Members of the Mid and 
South Essex Sustainability and 
Transformation Partnership met 
for a Joint Clinical Commissioning 
Group meeting on Friday and spoke 
about the 66 serious incidents that 
have been reported in hospitals 
across the region between May and 
July. 

Among the incidents initial¬ 
ly reported were five categorised 
as “never events” - mistakes that 
should never happen - but that 
number has now risen to seven. 

One of the newly reported events 
was an incident of wrong site sur¬ 
gery at the Mid Essex Hospital 
Trust, which had previously detailed 
how one patient’s finger was operat¬ 
ed on accidentally and another had 
the wrong eye operated on. 

Carol Anderson, chief nurse for 


the Joint Committee Team, said: “I 
have asked the trust to do a signifi¬ 
cant review of all the never events 
across the three hospitals. For me 
in particular with the wrong site 
surgery, we are just not learning 
lessons of the past. 

“I have put a bid into Health 
Education England for some money 
to support a change of culture 
around how we embed the learn¬ 
ing because what we are currently 
doing isn’t working and we also 


happen to have a public health 
registrar in mid-Essex at the minute 
and I’ve taken advantage of that 
and asked if he will do a hill review 
of all the never events that have 
happened across the group.” 

The other never event that 
occurred since the list was pub¬ 
lished centred on failure to remove 
a swab after a patient gave birth. 

When asked whether there are 
any other trusts that the hospi¬ 
tals can learn from, Ms Anderson 


added: “Basildon in particular is 
flagging as a high reporter of never 
events and mid-Essex is coming up 
quickly behind them. 

“Southend must be doing 
something right because they are 
not reporting significant numbers 
of never events, so I have asked if 
they don’t look anywhere else, they 
look to Southend. 

“The one thing I do think is posi¬ 
tive is our local trusts have set 
themselves a zero-tolerance target 
to never events, while some of the 
London hospitals have set them¬ 
selves a target of 19.” 

After details of the never events 
were published, a spokesperson for 
Basildon and Thurrock University 
NHS Foundation Trust said: “Our 
staff work hard to make sure our 
patients get high quality care. 

“We encourage staff to report any 
issues as quickly as possible so we 
can investigate thoroughly. These 
investigations help us understand 
what went wrong and how we can 
best stop it happening again.” 

A spokesperson for the Mid- 
Essex Health Trust said the trust 
has offered a “sincere apology” to 
those involved and are undertaking 
“rigorous investigations”.

A CYCLIST was left with a 
fractured skull after a road collision 
in Southend. 

A car, described as dark blue with 
a silver or light coloured patch on 
the back, and the cyclist were in 


collision in East Street on the bridge 
over Prittlewell railway station at 
around 9pm on Tuesday, August 7. 

The cyclist managed to seek help 
at a nearby pub and an ambulance 
was called. He was taken to hospital 


with a fractured skull and a serious 
hand injury. 

An Essex Police spokesman said 
the car failed to stop at the scene.

Calls to keep community arts venue open following withdrawal of caterers

THE FUTURE of an arts venue opened 
by Southend Council a year ago is 
under threat. 

Twenty One, located near to the pier 
on Western Esplanade, was launched 
in July 2017 and is managed by Focal 
Point Gallery. 

A statement from the council about 
the situation was released on Twenty 
One’s social media accounts. 

Cllr Lesley Salter, cabinet member 
for healthy communities and wellbeing, 
said it had decided to temporarily close 
the venue on a day-to-day basis after 
the withdrawal of its catering partner 
from its contract for the venue. 

A council spokesman confirmed the 
caterer was Vertas, which also operates 
the cafe on the pier and at the Civic 
Centre. 

Cllr Salter said the closure would 
be ongoing while the council “review 
options for how the venture might 
successfully continue”. 

The statement said the venue has seen 
125 events organised since it opened, 
featuring more than 400 artists to an

Twenty One was completed after the

An Essex Police spokesman said: 
“His behaviour ranged from sending 
flirtatious emails and letters to kissing 
four of the women. One of the members 
of the public he sent flirtatious emails 
to was a 16-year-old girl. 

“A number of the women were 
vulnerable. Some had been involved in 
road traffic collisions and one had been 
a victim of a crime.” 

A misconduct panel ruled on Tuesday,

August 7, that if Louis had not already 
resigned from Essex Police, he would 
have been sacked. 

Louis did not attend the hearing, held 
at the Chelmsford Civic Centre. He quit 
the force in June this year. 

Superintendent Kevin Baldwin, who 
sat on the panel, said: “During his time 
as a police officer, Marc Louis abused 
his position to instigate inappropriate 
relationships or contact with women 


opposing the closure of the venue. 

Emma Reed said: “We need to do 
everything we can to preserve the 
important role this venue now plays in 
our local cultural lives.” 

Hannah Brailsford felt it would be 
“so sad” to lose the venue while Laura 
Ravinet said: “I have attended events 
here and it provides such an important 
venue for the local community. 

“Surely something could have been 
done to keep this open instead of 
temporarily closing it after all the hard 
work!” 

The council confirmed that it would 
provide further updates on the future of 
Twenty One soon. 

Cllr Salter said: “We are still 
honouring existing event bookings at 
the venue but it will not be open 
otherwise. 

“We are determined that Twenty One 
will continue to play an important role 
in Southend’s cultural scene but need 
to consider how the overall offer of 
the venue might need to be refined in 
order for it to operate as a successful, 
sustainable business.” 

The YA contacted Vertas for a 
response but had not received one at 
the time of going to press.

“Had he not resigned as a police 
officer prior to the hearing, he would 
have been dismissed for this behaviour.

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Most police officers 
willing to carry guns

ALMOST two thirds of Essex police 
officers say they would be willing to 
carry guns - ten per cent higher than 
the average in England and Wales. 

A recent Police Federation of England 
and Wales survey revealed that 41 per 
cent of Essex officers are in favour of 
the routine arming of officers and that 
65 per cent would be prepared to carry 
a firearm at times on duty. 

Across England and Wales, that 
figure was 55 per cent. 

However, Essex Police Federation 
Chairman Steve Taylor believes that 
officers in Essex and beyond should not 
be routinely armed. 

“We police by consent and I think the 
routine arming of every officer could 
undermine that system. 

“Thankfully at the moment I don’t 
think we face the level of firearms 
violence that would necessitate officers 
having guns.” 

Armed officers in Essex attended 
more than 500 incidents requiring a 
firearms response in the county in 2017. 

Between the two main firearms teams, 
one responding to incidents across 
the county and the other at Stansted 
Airport, there were 522 deployments 
requiring firearms support throughout 
2017. 

These incidents range from

emergency calls to reports of dangerous 
criminals armed with guns, to those 
in distress who pose a risk of harm to 
themselves and others. 

The teams also carried out planned 
deployments including warrants, 
operations or planned arrests where 
intelligence suggests individuals 
involved may have firearms or other 
dangerous weapons. 


There were 2,596 incidents requiring 
the support of Taser-trained officers, 
to deal with volatile or dangerous 
suspects. Tasers were only fired at 24 
of the incidents in the last year. 

The armed officers also carried out 
768 arrests during 2017, completed 
7,872 hours of basic firearms training 
and attended 14,580 non-firearms 
incidents. 

The team are trained to use firearms 
including Tasers, side-arms including 
the Glock 17 and long-barrelled weap¬ 
ons such as Heckler and Koch G36. 

Mr Taylor added that armed officers 
can face an elevated risk, especially 
when the level of training they received 
is not as high as specialist armed police. 

He added: “The dreadful tragic case 
in Belgium where the two female 
officers were killed with their own guns 
and the Charlie Hebdo terrorist attack 
in France are examples where officers 
carry guns, but they are not trained to 
the same standards as our AFOs. 

“Specialised firearms officers and 
their training is head and shoulders 
above the ordinary training police who 
carry guns in other countries receive. 

“During the attack in Liege the 
officers’ guns were taken from them 
and used to commit further atrocities 
and while these may be extreme cases 
they are a reason why I don’t want 
officers routinely carrying firearms. 

“I don’t think our communities want 
to see that either,” he added.

‘It’s not just 
about getting 
people off 
the streets’ 


JACKIE Bliss has “big shoes 
to fill”, she reveals in an 
office high above Southend 
at HARP’s headquarters in 
Dencora Court. 

It has been eight weeks 
since she started her role as 
chief executive, replacing Gill 
Garwood. 

Gill had spent 14 years as the 
figurehead of HARP’s efforts 
to support rough sleepers in the 
town and reduce the numbers 
of homeless people. 

Jackie said: “Gill pretty much 


founded HARP by merging the 
night shelter and the day centre 
and she was chief exec for 14 
years, just amazing what she 
achieved in that time. 

“I have got so much respect 
for Gill and everything she 
achieved. She has big shoes to 
fill but I will do my best to fill 
those shoes.” 

It is her first chief executive 
role and she faces rising rough 
sleeper numbers in the town, 
despite the charity revealing in 
its 2017/18 impact report that 


it had housed 1,133 homeless 
people in the last five years. 

Jackie said one of her 
ambitions over the next five 
years was to be in a position 
where the charity did not have 
to turn anyone away. 

“At the moment we don’t 
have the resources to deal with 
everybody that comes and 
knocks on our door. 

“What we need over the next 
five years to help with that is 
more accommodation. 

“We have got 174 beds at the 



moment, growing at roughly 20 
a year so we want to add 100 
beds over the next five years. 

“If we can do more, then that 
would be even better because 
the problem is, as fast as we 


are tackling homelessness, it 
is increasing at an even faster 
rate. 

“When we’re trying to tackle 
accommodation, it’s not just 
about getting people off the 


streets, it’s about unblocking 
all the way along, so we 
need to work more with the 
private rented sector so there 
are places that are affordable, 
where people can be safe from

the drug dealers and hopefully 
maintain being clean.” 

She said it was disappointing 
that a bid from Southend 
Council earlier this year for 
Government cash fell more 
than £250,000 short of the 
amount asked for. 

Jackie wanted the funding to 
go towards making its shelter 
services 24/7, but said the 
money will now be used for 
a sit-up service, which will 
get people off the streets at 
weekends. 

But she admitted she had 
doubts over whether it was the 
right thing for service users. 

“I am concerned is if that’s 
the right thing to do to have 
people come in to us at the 
weekend and then come 
Monday we haven’t got any 
accommodation for them so we 
have to say ‘off you go and see 
you on Friday’.” 

The charity offers a wide 
range of services, including 
its Bradbury Day Centre and 
White Heather House, a hostel 
for women. 

It also provides rehabilitation 
for drug and alcohol misuse. 

Jackie said: “I like to use the 
metaphor ‘Do you want to be 
the ambulance at the bottom 
of the cliff or do you want to 
be the fence at the top stopping 
people jumping or falling off in 
the first place?’ 

“HARP is very much about 


prevention and not just about 
housing and homelessness. 

“It’s stopping people getting 
homeless in the first place 


and if you are homeless, 
it’s working with them to 
understand what is the root 
cause of the homelessness and 


what do we need to do to stop 
you becoming homeless in the 
future.” 

Jackie was bom at Rochford 
Hospital and has spent most of 
her life in the Southend area, 
though she did attend university 
in Cardiff. 

She said personal exposure 
to homelessness in her family 
led her to want to work for the 
charity. 

“I have had direct experience 
of homelessness in my family 
and it’s something that all my 
life I’ve grown up feeling very 
passionate about. 

“I think that changes your 
perspective on homelessness 
and what sort of person 
becomes homeless.” 

One of Jackie’s wishes is that 
there are more charities that 
offer support for rough sleepers 
across the region. 

She said: “We try and do 
what we can but we are not big 
enough to really reach out to 
those further areas.” 

She admits that she has great 


ambition for HARP, describing 
it as being “at the cutting edge”. 

“We’re an amazing charity 
- I’ve met a lot of other 
homelessness charities in the 
country and hardly anybody is 
doing all the stuff that HARP 
does.” 

Jackie took part in 
RideLondon-Surrey at the end 
of July and rode 46 miles to 
raise money for the charity. 

She raised almost £600 - to 
donate, visit: https://www.

Police appeal over 
missing sex offender 


POLICE are continuing to 
appeal to trace a wanted sex 
offender with links to Southend. 

Levi Paige, 52, is wanted on 
recall to prison and for failing 
to comply with sex offender 
notification requirements. 

Paige was released from pris¬ 
on on March 14, 2017, and 
taken to an approved premises.

Burglar left DN A on screwdriver 


A SOUTHEND man has 
been found guilty of burgling 
a community project and a 
former college. 

Samuel Jackson, 36, of 
Outing Close, was convicted 
last Wednesday of two counts 
of burglary at Basildon Crown 
Court following a trial. 

One of the burglaries was 
reported at the Men’s Shed 
in Brook Road, Rayleigh, 
sometime between June 22 and 
26, 2017. 


The group was established 
there in October 2015 and 
allows men to meet and 
socialise and learn new skills 
such as woodworking. 

Police said boxes of tools 
were stolen from a wooden 
lean-to, which had been forced 
open. 

A screwdriver left at the scene 
was tested and showed a DNA 
match for Jackson. 

In another burglary, between 
June 1 and 8, 2017 copper 


cables worth between £1,000 
and £4,000 were stolen from 
the former Crown Secretarial 
College in Sutton Road, 
Southend. Two tool boxes were 
found at the scene that did not 
belong to any workmen at the 
building site. 

One of the boxes contained 
a drinks bottle lid, which was 
later tested and a DNA match 
was made linking it to Jackson. 

He will be sentenced on 
September 4.

I AM writing in response to 
your article “Virgin Care Essex 
staff ‘driven to despair”’, 
published on August 7.

As we presented to the com¬ 
mittee at the meeting, our teams 
have built an integrated service 
which sees professionals of all 
kinds working together to sup¬ 
port families, made significant 
improvements to safeguarding 
services which work with the 
most vulnerable families and 
delivered a single electronic 
record, meaning families only 
need to tell their story once. 

As a result, the new service 


is already having a real impact 
on people’s lives. The major¬ 
ity of the more than 200 Key 
Performance Indicators are 
being met or exceeded across 
the service and there are plans 
in place to ensure we meet 
other targets too - in many 
cases, improving on the per¬ 
formance of the old services. 

One of the key differences 
between our service in Essex 
and that elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try is that the contract is “out- 
comes-based” meaning that it 
is measured and funded on the 
basis of delivering positive out¬ 
comes for children and families. 

We are committed to 
delivering a first-class service 
without walls which delivers for 
local families and helps reduce 
isolation. 

We constantly listen to feed¬ 
back from families about the 
service they have received and 
would encourage more people 
to get in touch through www.

T HE brand new stage musical 
Summer Holiday is set visit 
Southend as part of its UK tour. 
The famous red double-decker bus 
will be stopping at the Cliffs Pavilion 
for audiences to enjoy between 
Thursday and Monday, August 23-27.

THE EQUAL ISER 2 (15, 121 mins) 

CRIME and punishment trade furious 
blows and bludgeon us into wearying 
submission in The Equalizer 2, a blood- 
spattered sequel to the 2014 action 
thriller, which reunited director Antoine 
Fuqua with Training Day leading man 
Denzel Washington. 

Both return to active duty alongside 
scriptwriter Richard Wenk for a revenge 
mission, which doles out rough justice 
on home soil in breathlessly staged and 
gratuitously violent fight sequences. 

This Robert McCall bears scant 
resemblance to the avuncular figure 
embodied by Edward Woodward in the 
popular 1980s TV series. 

A wince-inducing prologue, set inside a 
speeding Turkish Railway dining carriage, 
details McCall’s single-handed rescue of a 
bookshop owner’s daughter (Rhys Olivia 
Cote) from the girl’s thuggish father. 

The set-piece serves no wider narrative 
purpose, merely underlining the central 
character’s predilection for snapping 
limbs and face-planting knife-wielding 
henchmen as a means to a noble end. 

Fuqua could cut away from the brutality 


but he relishes it in close-up, justifying 
each adrenaline-fuelled bout of 
fisticuffs by suggesting that everyone 
is stained by sin. 

“There are no good and bad peo¬ 
ple anymore,” opines one of McCall’s 
CIA buddies, who has compromised 
integrity in the name of national secu¬ 
rity. “No enemies, just unfortunates.” 
Ultimately, we’re the unfortunates 
because The Equalizer 2 squanders 
its Oscar-winning star and builds to 
a final showdown battered by hur¬ 
ricane-force winds that is overblown in 
every sense. 

McCall (Washington) patrolsthe streets 
of Boston as an on-demand taxi driver, 
forcibly rebuking one group of cocaine- 
snorting city gents, who casually deposit 
a trembling, bruised woman in the back 
of his car. 

Occasionally he engages with pas¬ 
sengers like Holocaust survivor Sam 
Rubinstein (Orson Bean), who hopes to be 
reunited with a cherished family heirloom. 

McCall also acts as mentor to a gifted 
artist called Miles (Ashton Sanders), who 
needs to distance himself from a circle 
of friends comprising drug dealers and 


gun-toting gang members. 

In the midst of playing good Samaritan, 
McCall receives devastating news about 
one of the few people to know his location: 
former CIA associate Susan Plummer 
(Melissa Leo). 

She is investigating the murders of 
a Belgian couple and a tangled web of 
intrigue propels McCall back into the 
orbit of his ex-partner Dave York (Pedro 
Pascal). 

Bullets fly, friendships implode and 
McCall shields Susan’s husband Brian (Bill 
Pullman) from a merciless hired assassin 
(Jonathan Scarfe). 

The Equalizer 2 feels considerably longer 
than two hours, padding out a linear 
central plot with Miles’s journey of self- 
discovery and an uplifting resolution to 
Sam’s quest. 

Washington’s face registers barely 
a single emotion as he cuts a swathe 
through the criminal underworld with his 
fists, or by gouging out an eye. 

He elevates the pulpy material and makes 
McCall’s second righteous rampage a tol¬ 
erable but unedifying experience.

UTHE Brits have Cheddar, 
the French have Comte 
and the Swedes have 
Vasterbotten; a good, hardy, 
flavoursome cheese that can 
be cooked with or eaten as 
is," explains cookbook writer 
Rachel Khoo. “Vasterbotten 
is an area in the north of 
Sweden; the cheese is 
renowned throughout the 
country and almost everyone 
has a piece of it in their fridge. 

“This pie nearly always 
crops up at midsummer 
and crayfish parties, and at 
Christmas," she continues. 
“Pie like this shouldn’t be 
eaten just on celebratory 
occasions though; a slice 
in your packed lunch with a 
green salad on the side will 
make a perfectly satisfying 
meal." 

INGREDIENTS: 

(Serves 8) 

For the pastry: 

130g plain flour 
1/4tsp fine sea salt 
Itbsp wholegrain mustard 
80g cold butter, cubed 
Itbsp vodka 
For the filling: 

3 medium eggs 
300ml single cream 
1/2tsp fine sea salt 
Itsp black pepper 
300g Vasterbotten or 
mature Cheddar cheese, 
grated 

1 small onion, peeled and 
thinly sliced 

For the mushroom topping: 
75g butter 

250g chanterelle mush¬ 



rooms, brushed clean 

A small handful of fresh 
parsley leaves, finely chopped 

Method: 

1. To make the pastry, mix 
together the flour and salt. 
Add the mustard and cold 
butter, then use your finger¬ 
tips to rub it all together until 
you have a sandy texture. Add 
the vodka to bring it into a 
dough. Place between two 
sheets of baking paper and 
roll into a circle that is larger 
than your quiche tin (21cm, 
4cm deep). Leave to chill in 
the fridge for 30 minutes. 
Preheat the oven to 180°C/ 
fan 160°C/gas 4. 

2. Remove the pastry from 
the fridge and use it to line 
the pie tin. If the pastry is too 
hard, leave to soften for five 
to 10 minutes before lining 
the tin. Prick the pastry in the 
tin with a fork. Line with bak¬ 


ing paper and pour in baking 
weights. Bake for 20 min¬ 
utes, then remove the baking 
weights and paper and bake 
for a further 10 minutes, or 
until the base is dry and firm. 

3. To make the filling, beat 
the eggs with the cream, salt 
and pepper until you have a 
smooth mixture. Stir in the 
cheese. Pour into the pie 
case, put the onions on top 
and bake for another 25-30 
minutes, or until the mixture 
is set but still a little wobbly. 

4. When the pie has cooled, 
heat the butter for the mush¬ 
rooms in a large frying pan. 
Once the butter is foaming, 
add the chanterelles and 
cook for four to five minutes, 
or until lightly golden and 
cooked through. Leave to 
cool slightly. Scatter the pie 
with parsley and top with the 
mushrooms to serve.

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Little known motoring offences 



SAT-NAV: If you don’t have a full view of the road and traffic ahead, you can be fined £200 with six points on your licence

DRIVING with a sat nav wrongly 
placed on your windscreen can land 
you with a £200 fine and six points on 
your licence. 

And getting too close to a pedal 
cyclist while overtaking can lead to 
a £100 fixed penalty ticket and three 
penalty points. 

The two motoring offences are being 
highlighted by road safety organisation 
GEM Motoring Assist among five 
little known infringements which can 
land you in trouble. 

The others are parking by a zebra 
crossing, driving with a defective tyre 
and attaching a non-compliant number 
plate. 

According to the Highway Code, the 
recommended distance for passing a 
cyclist is 1.5 metres. If you are seen 
overtaking too close to a cyclist, you 
face prosecution, 

And when it comes to number plates 
GEM is warning all drivers that they 
must show their vehicle registration 
correctly. 

According to the DVLA, strict rules 
apply concerning fonts, styles and 
letter sizes. Non-compliance in the 
first instance will lead to a £100 non- 


endorsable ticket and the DVLA has 
the power to cancel your right to use a 
cherished plate. 

GEM says that if you have paid a 
king’s ransom for it, then make sure 
you display it correctly. 

Other offences in the list are parking 
on the zig-zag lines found at pedestrian 


crossings unless it’s an emergency or 
the reason you stopped was beyond 
your control. If you do, you risk a £100 
fine and three penalty points. 

A tyre with less than 1.6mm of tread 
across the all-round central three-quar¬ 
ters can land you with £100 fine and 
three points. If more than one tyre is 


faulty, you will face a court hearing 
where you can receive a fine of up to 
£2,500 and three points per tyre. 

And when it comes to siting a device 
on your windscreen, GEM points out 
that obstruction is measured in zones. 

Zone A refers to the area directly 
in front of you when you’re driving, 


and this area must not contain any 
obstruction measuring over 10mm in 
diameter. 

Zone B refers to the rest of the 
windscreen, where stickers and other 
obstructions must not measure more 
than 40mm. 

The Highway Code states that 
“windscreens and windows must be 
kept clean and free from obstructions 
to vision”. 

So if you use a sat nav, then it 
makes sense to buy a holder you can 
insert into an air vent, rather than risk 
mounting it on the windscreen and a 
dashcam should be mounted between 
the rear-view mirror and windscreen. 

If you do not have a full view of 
the road and traffic ahead, you can 
be fined £200 with six points on your 
licence. 

GEM road safety officer Neil Worth 
said: “We encourage all road users 
to brush up their Highway Code 
knowledge and to ensure that they are 
not putting themselves at unnecessary 
risk of a penalty ticket. 

“After all, there is a safety reason 
why our laws are there, and the 
more we all know about our driving 
environment and the rules in place to 
keep us safe, the less we are likely to 
fall foul of them.”

New-look Hammers face tough test in

Liverpool 4-0 West Ham Utd 

WEST Ham United’s Premier 
League campaign got off to a 
difficult start as Liverpool produced 
a scintillating display to win by four 
unanswered goals on Sunday. 

The east Londoners have won just 
once at the Reds’ home in 56 years, 
and had conceded four goals in each 
of their last three league encounters 
with Jurgen Klopp’s men. 

There were not too many stats 
supporting a West Ham victory. 
They had tasted defeat on no less 
than 11 occasions on the opening 
day of the Premier League season - 
more than any other club. 

Nevertheless, with a clutch of 
new additions to the squad, five 
of whom were lined up for their 
inaugural Hammers starts, as well 
as two more from the bench, hope 
sprang eternal for the optimistic 
travelling supporters. 

Liverpool, having spent the best 
part of £200million on constructing 
a squad capable of challenging for 
the title, handed starts to Brazilian 
goalkeeper Alisson, who arrived 
from Roma for £5 6m along with 
midfielder Naby Keita, who came 
in for a deal that could eventually be 
worth £66m to his former club, Red 
Bull Leipzig. 

Speaking ahead of the game, 
Klopp said: “We have to be in a 


championship mode. We jump into 
the water and we dive until we 
don’t have oxygen anymore.” 

But there was plenty in the tank 
for the Reds. Sadio Mane was a 
whisker away from a telling con¬ 
tact with Georginio Wijnaldum’s 
diagonal ball, while James Milner’s 
pinpoint centre eluded Mohamed 
Salah and Roberto Firmino as the 
home side looked for a perfect start. 

Shortly before the 20-minute 
mark, they got it. Salah arrived 
to supply the easiest of finishes 
after Keita and Andy Robertson had 
expertly fashioned the opening. 

With the bit between their teeth, 
Liverpool swarmed forward. Lukasz 
Fabianski brilliantly turned aside 
Trent Alexander-Arnold’s dead-ball 
attempt, while Mane again troubled 
the Hammers backline. 

But the home side had a scare 
when Marko Amautovic was denied 
by Alisson after Arthur Masuaku 
had picked him out. 

But the hosts were enjoying the 
better of proceedings. Fabianski 
somehow thwarted Salah from 
point-blank range, and right on the 
break, they doubled their advantage. 

Milner guided a cross that looked 
destined to go out back low across 
the face of goal, providing Mane 
with an opportunity he was never 
going to pass up. 

West Ham should have reduced 
the arrears shortly after the break, 
Michail Antonio unable to direct 
goalwards after Felipe Anderson 
had flicked on a Robert Snodgrass 
comer. 

And within minutes they were 


season opener away to title hopefuls 



made to pay for their wastefulness 
as Mane fired home his second after 
Firmino created the opening. 

The improvement under Pellegrini 
is clear, but the Hammers came up 
against a side whose fluent style is 
likely to make them contenders for 
their first title in 28 years. 

There was still time for substitute 
Daniel Sturridge to bundle home a 
fourth. It was the 28-year-old’s first 
touch seconds after replacing Salah. 

After the game, Hammers boss 
Manuel Pellegrini said: “We were 
playing one of the best teams in the 
Premier Feague, a team that played 
in the final of the Champions 
Feague, so we knew it was going 
to be difficult. 

“We have no excuses, but two or 
three balls can decide the game.” 

He continued: “We conceded in 
the first half and then had two or 
three clear chances to draw level, 
then conceded in the last second. 

“After that, the offside goal decid¬ 


ed the game and they got a lot of 
confidence from that. 

“Fiverpool played well and 
deserved to win. But I don’t think 
the difference was four goals.”
